Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Siepmann was notified that there is no literal support for the term 
. "soluble" in the specification, to define the nature of target antigen and target antibody that are present in the serum or 
plasma portion of whole blood and which are intended to be detected. However, target antigen and antibody "present 
in serum or plasma portion of whole blood" finds support in the specification at page 4, lines 21-25, Figures 4-9, page 
7, lines 16-18, and page 16, lines 17-19. With the amendment set forth both by Applicant and Examiner in the 
Examiner's Amendment, claims 1, 5-10, and 15-17 are allowable.
